We should 
think this rather an ovci'-cstimatc, and 
not made w ith his usual and accustomed 
accuracy. But admitting the number 
to be half his estimate— how im. iglitcous, 
how unjust, and how impolitic is it, to 
lock u|> the industry and paralyze the 
efibi'is of a f'lrlietii ]i:irt of tlic whole 
population of the country. Our country 
is peculiarly a cornmcrcii* country.’ — 
The enterprise of our citizens is justly 
esteemed liy all who value the interest 
or prosperity of the nation. It has given 
us wealth at home, and honour abroad. 
The most enterprising are ever subject 
to the greatest reverses, and most dis- 
r.sterous disappointments, in their cal- 
culations. What depgndsoii the winds, 
the waves, and the markets, must surely 
be in incalculable danger. Lot us not 
then hold up chains and dungeons to de- 
ter from enterprise. Let not the mind 
be forever i'ettered with obligations from 
whicli it can never hone to bu freed.— 
Let not the unforuuiatc merchant look 
beyond tlic grave as his only resource 
Let him not pine and languish in liopeless 
despair, an abji'ct slave amidst freemen. 
Every discoiiragemrnt to enterprise i; 
fatal to morals. Nothing is so prejudi- 
cial to the heal'h of the mind or body 
as inactivity. What induremeiit to ex- 
ertion can the unfortunate creditor have 
who is sure, the moment he earns a cent, 
it will go to pay a bill of cost ? What 
Indiiceiucf.t can lii.s friend have to help 
him into business, when lie knows all he 
can spare to him will be taken in the 
grasp of the least deserving, because the 
most remorseless creditor. Beyond 
liope of relief, he seeks to di'own liis an- 
Koish in the stimiilutiiig draught and 
sinks the faculties of his mind and the 
health ut h;s body at the same time, and 
in Jlie lazar-liouses closes his miserable 
[c.xi.sicncc. 

Nothing in our opinion can add m.ore 
to the piospei'iiv of the country, than 
re!ievi;ig fro'ii their debts the great 
body of Bankrupts in the nation. In do- 
ing this, the nation will be benefutedj 
« ilhout injury to the creditors. For the 
nation will add to tlie number of its use- 
ful hands, and the creditors will have 
their books cleared of bad and hopeless 
debts.

THE SEDITION LAW. 

The Senate then I'csjined the consid- 
eration of the resolutions declarinjj the 
late sedition law iinconslitulional, ami to 
indemnify those who suffeied damages 
tinder it — the motion of Mr. ll'a/i-er, of 
Geo. made some days ago, to postpone 
the resolutions indefinitely, being still 
under consideration. 

Mr. again addressed the Srn- 

ate in support of the resolutions, and in 
reply to their opponents. 

Mr. S/aii/i also again spoke in. reply 
to Mr. Barbour and others who advoca- 
ted the resolutions. 

Mr. Macon likewise spoke again in 
support of -ihe resolutions, and in de 
fence of the opinions he had previously 
advanced. 

Mr Holmca, of Maine, spoke at length 
against postponing the resolutions, 
though he preftrred legislating for the 
particular case of Matthew Lyon. 

Mr. U'al/icr, of Geogia, spoke again 
to vindicate his opposition to these rcso- 
lutidns. 

The qnestion was then taken on the 
indefinite postponement of the resolu- 
tions, and was decided in the airirmative 
as follows :

Copy of a letter from Dr. Coleman, of 

Spotsylvania County, to a gentleman 

in this tOTJn. 

I herewith send you a bushel of Mil- 
let tor seed, which you may present to 
the “ Fredericksburg Agricultural So- 
ciety,” or dispose ol iu such manner as 
you think pro|ier. 

1 am engaged in a pretty extensive 
course of experiments to ascertain the 
comparative value of this grain, the re- 
sults of which I shall hereafter make 
public. I:i the mean time for your in- 
formation, I will slate a few facts with 
regard to it. 

One acre and a half of very imlifYsrent 
land, such as could not produce, as a 
maximum crop, more than fifteen bush- 
els per acre, yielded of Millet the pres 
ent year, thirty one and a half bushels— 
21 luishcls per acre. The excessive 
drought which diminished my corn crop 
nearly half, appeared tohave no injurious 
t-IV,.cl onthe inillct. The conclusion, I 
think, may fairly be draw.i, that millet, 
ccteiis pavi'ous, is much more productive 
than corn, and no wise lianle to injury 
from the drought of oursummer months. 
Fcrliaps, my <ipiniun is premature. 

T he weight of millet is S5j pounds 
per bushel, and'«y the best possible test, 
(viz. the scales,) 1 find ih,at of the husk 
or outer covering to be ISj per centum 
leaving a net of 43 lbs. to the bushel 
nearly. 

To ascertain its nutritious, qualities 1 
took two pigs of eq'ial wcig'it, (viz. 1 10 
Ihs) and pul tlicm in separate inclosiircs 
and f d the one on boiled millet and mil- 
let meal, and the other on corn prepared 
in the same manner. In fifteen days 1 
kil'e l them — I'lie nel weight oftlial fed 
on millet was 102 |>ou:ids, and that of 
the other 35 lbs. — Thus, the usual de- 
ductioiis being in.aclc, the first gained 
28 2-.J Ihs. and the other 12 2 3 lbs. in 
hf ecn days I ! An ox taken from the 
yoke and fed five weeks on equal parts 
of com meal and mill.:t meal, when 
slaughtered a few days since, vaaprime 
beef, weighing 565 lbs. net. 

For stock of any kind, I am prepared 
to say, that inillei is as good or better 
than any grain of which we arc in pos- 
session. Itslioukl be planted early in 
Aj,iil, in rows four feci distant, jnd one 
foot or fifteen inches apart in the drill. 
It requires about as much work as corn. 

The inesl of millet is an excellent 
substitute for chocolate, and I send you 
a small parcel for trial. Boil two or 
three spoonfuls in three pints of water- 
add thereto to one pini'or some what less 
of milk, and a piece of butter, the size of 
a nutmeg; decant and sweeten to suit 
the palate. I think it the Inst substitute 
with which I am acqiiaii.led “ prepared 
rye” not excepted. 

I hope some of your agricultural 
friends will be disposed to cultivate a 
little millet next year. Siiould that be 
tlic case, will you request them to inform 
me by letter of their success. I am 
anxious that a fair trial siiould be niaile 
with it in difTorciit soils, I am sanguine 
in the belief that it will be no unimpor- 
tant desideratum in rural and domestic 
cc< conoiny.”
